2. A guardrail as claimed in claims 12-15, 18 and 19, including at least one cable provided along at least part of the 
length of a plurality of slidably-interconnected rails wherein each end of the cable is fixed in relation to the ground 
and an impact slider means substantially surrounds a first rail and includes a portion that gathers and retains rails 
during an impact. This arrangement is considered to comprise a second "special technical feature". 

3. A frangible fastener as claimed in claim 16, including a head portion having a minimum cross-sectional diameter 
greater than the maximum cross-sectional diameter of a tail portion and a shank portion including a frangible zone 
having a minimum cross-sectional diameter smaller than the tail portion's maximum cross-sectional diameter. This 
arrangement is considered to comprise a third "special technical feature". 

Although the impact head of claim 17 and the guardrail of claim 18 include the frangible fastener of claim 1 6, the 
three groups of claims considered as a whole do not share any of the identified special technical features, and 
therefore a technical relationship between the claims, as defined in Rule 13.2, does not exist Accordingly,, the 
international application does not relate to a single invention, or to a single inventive concept 
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
